United States; also that he was looking for- 
ward with pleasure to meeting him. 


Not a Question of Religion: 

“In the case of Col. Roosevelt, as of Mr. 
Fairbanks, it was not at all a question of re- 
ligion but of the self-respect and dignity of 
the apostolic see. Col. Roosevelt could have 
gone to any other. Protestant churches in 
Rome, and even, as would appear from the 
reports, to the Methodists; after his reception 
by the pope.

“The explanation ought to satisfy every- 
body, Mr., Roosevelt himself has no feeling 
in the Tk He doesn’t want the United 
States and the vatican to get into complica- 
tions. Mr. Roosevelt doesn’t want 1. And 
nobody else wants it.

Ad- 
vices from Rome.are to the effect that Mr. 
Roosevelt's popularity has been greatly im- 
creased there owing to the public hostility 
towards the vatican, 


Times Sees Vatican Error. 

The Times comments directly on the yati- 
can incident: It describes it as an un fortu- 
nate and regrettable affair and expresses the 
epinion that knowledge of the incident is in- 
complete. 

It admits the importance of the charge as 
to how’ far the Methodists of Rome deserve 
the condemnation heaped upon them by 
Cardinal Merry del Val, but even, it je added, 
this charge is fully established, tle states- 
men and men of the world are tempted to 
ask if the advisers of the pope have shown 
sound political judgment and a due sense 
of proportion.

PERU-ECUADOR WAR LOOMS;

Five Thousand Parade Lima Streets 
Army and Navy to Act Unless Satis- 
faction Is Given.

LIMA, Peru, April 4.—Aroused by the con- 
duct of the Ecuadorian government, 5 000 
young men of this city paraded the streets 
tonight and, after passing through the prin- 
cipal thoroughfare, proceeded to the Ecua- 
dorian consulate, where they removed the 
coat of arms from above the doorway. 

They then proceeded to the. plaza in frant 
of the palace, where they. cailed upon the 
president for a speech. Respording, he ex- 
pressed the hope that the enthusiasm of the 
young men would be turned to facts in case 
of the country’s need. 


Ultimatum to Ecuador. 

This afternoon the cabinet determined to 
demand immediate and full satisfection from 
Ecuador. It was stated that if this were re- 
fused the army at once would advance to 
the frontier and a fleet of warships would be 
sent to blockade the harbor of Guayaquil. 

The government has called out the reserves. 


Riots in Ecuador. 

GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador, April 4.—Serious 
anti-Peruvian riots occurred during the 
night. Mobs attacked the Peruvian legation 
at Quito, and the congue here, tearing 
down the Peruvian’ colors, and dragging 
them in the dust. a 

Many Peruvians were assaulted and their 
property to the value of $20,000 was de- 
stroyed. The rioters demanded war with 
Peru. 

Quick action by the government averted 
further trouble. Today the streets are pa- 
trolled by the military both here and at 
Quito, and the rioters are being held in con- 
trol.

„We have here members of almost every 
religion of large adherence in our city, and 
we want to make use of this megnificent ma- 
terial-and not waste the opportunity by break- 
ing up into warring schisms. 

I think no such assemblage, not called for 
the purpose of suppressing a specific abuse, 
ever has come together in Chicago.

United Societies Distribute $25,- 
000 to Army of Watchers. 


LOOKS FOR A 300,000 VOTE. 


Cermak Predicts Today’s Election Will 
Break Record. 


Repudiation of fake circufars, in addi- 


tion to distribution of a $25,000 fund to pay 
8.500 challengers and watchers at today's 
election, kept the United Socieites’ head- 
quarters on the jump yesterday. 

In an adjoining block the Liquor Dealers’ 
Protective association was calling upon ‘its 
members to lock the saloon doors, put the 
keys in your pockets, and work all day at 
the polls.” All along the line the wets” 
were allowing no accumulation of moss. 

“T never knew a campaign in which there 
were 60 many fake and eleventh 
hour falsehoods to delude voters,“ said Secre- 
tary A. J. Cermak. “ Every hour or s0 we 
es of some letter or circular purporting to 

be signed: by the United Societies when, in 
fact, we never heard of it.“ 


Politicians Disposed to Laugh. 

Mr. Cermak’s ‘comment was stirred by the 
latest of these roorbachs to be drawn to his 
attention. Charles Seinworth brought it in 
from the Second ward. It was on blue letter 
paper, marked “ private and confidential,” 
and was signed “The United Societies,” 
whose regular letterhead had also been 
copied at the top. Some of the statements 
contained in the letter were so ingenuous 
that politicians were disposed to laugh. 

“While there are seven aldermanic eandi- 
dates in the field,” the letter recites, “ the 
fight lies practically between four: Mont- 
gomery, Democrat; Shufelt, Republican; 
Wentworth, independent Republican; and 
Wright, colored independent Republican.

Fifteen dollars for each precinct is the 
average cash allotment of the United Socie- 
ties for today’s activities at the polls. In no 
precinct are there to be less than two work- 
ers, at $6 each, while in warmly contested 
sections where the “ wets"’ are backing al- 
dermanic candidates having hard fights there 
are three or four workers that will wear the 
* personal liberty” badges. 
“Whether there is a hot fight or none.“ 
said Secretary Cermak, “the United So- 
eleties will have workers at every polling 
place in Chicago. I think the total vote will 
be a surprise because of its size. I should 
not be surprised to see 300,000 or more ballots 
cast. This election will surely be a record 
smasher for an off year in the spring.” 

Estimates of the, expenditures by the 
United Societies to dete, in anticipation ot 
the wet-adry' wattle over the saloons, run 
around $100,000, making a total, with today's 
bills, of about $125,000.

Next in order of-artistic importance, and 
first in the interest of the public, was, of 
course, Caruso. The reports that he had 
not only ‘recovered his former beauty of 
voice, but was now singing with even an 
adced grace of tone and of interpretative 
art, would seem to be in no way exagereraied.

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Washington, D. C., April 4.—- [Special. 
President Taft has given Senator Beveridge 
and the insurgents free swing in the Indiana 
state convention which takes place tomorrow. 
His action practically recognizes the strength 
of insurgency in the middie west. 

The president was urged to take a hand in 
the Indianapolis convention. Former Con- 
gressman James E. Watson, member of the 
old Fairbanks-Hemenway machine, tried to 
get him to write a letter on the Indiana situa- 
tion. Watson proposed that the president 
request the state convention to indorse the 
Aldrich tariff as well as the administration. 
But the president told Watson he would keep 
his off and advised Watson to go back 
to Indiana and do the same. His position was 
that. the Indiana situation is Beveridge’s 
funeral or Beveridge’s victory, and that Bev- 
eridge was the man to take the helm. 

This is a virtual recognition on the part of 
the president that the insurgents are the only 
hope of Republican success in Indiana. Mr. 
Taft has not hesitated in legislative matters 
to deal with the reactionary leaders rather 
than with that progressive element of the 
party which secured his nomination. Hehas 
whitewashed Aldrich and has made an ad- 
viser of Speaker Cannon. 

Other Leaders Down and Out. 

Watson and Hemenway of Indiana belong 
to this same wing of the party, but the presi- 
dent has been brought to see that they have 
no strength to save the situation in Indiana. 
They belong to the down and out contingent, 
and recognition of them would consign In- 
diana to the Democratic column beyond hope 
of recall. So the president sees that the 
only hope rests in giving insurgency its way 
in this first important state convention and 
trust to Beveridge to fix things up as grace- 
fully as he can and will. 


Indiana Convention Crucial. 

The president knows that this Indiana con- 
vention is crucial. He has every reason to 
know, that Indiana represents quite largely 
the insurgent sentiment prevailing in all the 
middle western states. He has every reason 
to believe that the convention will fail to 
act in accordance with his own desires. 
Under some circumstances he might turn to 
the regulars for help, but now the regulars 
can do nothing, and the president knows it.

Indianapolis, Ind., April 4.—{Special.)—To- 
morrow at 9 o’clock the Republican state con- 
vention will be called to order by State Chair- 
man Lee, and then will begin what promises 
to be the most important ‘gathering of its 
kind in the history of the party in Indiana.

Poughkeepsie, N. Y., April 4.—At the clos- 
ing session tonight of the New York Meth- 
odist Episcopal! conference, Chancellor James 
R. Day of Syracuse university, in an ad- 
dress, denounced the colleges and institutions 
founded by religious people that “ groveled 
in the dust before the Carnegie foundation 
and went back on their founders in order to

whatever.

GOLD COINAGE FOR CANADA 


Plain $5 Coin to Be Interchange- 
able at Par with U. 8. 


BIG CANAL IS PROPOSED. 


Commons Considering Ditch Connect- 
ing Lakes Superior and Winnipeg. 


(CHICAGO TRIBUNE BUREAU. 

Ottawa, Ont., April 4.—[Special. ]—Minister 
of Finance Fielding announced today that 
Canada is to have a gold coinage. 

Hitherto there have been no Canadian gold 
coins, but American gold pieces are by the 
currency act legal tender. It is now proposed 
to coin Canadian $5 gold pieces, and the gold 
standard adopted is the same as that for the 
American coin, instead of the English etand- 
ard, which is fractionally less in intrinsic 
value. It is expected that the Canadian and 
American gold coins therefore will be inter- 
changeable at par on either side of the 
border. 

Louis Coste, Canadian member of the in- 
‘ternational waterway commission, today in- 
dorsed on behalf of the Canadian section of 
the commission the bill now before the com- 
mons to incorporate a company with power 
to construct a canal from seven to nine feet 
deep and forty feet wide connecting Lake 
Superior with Lake Winnipeg. 

The proposed waterway will cost, it is esti- 
mated, about $20,000,000 and will develop 
1,000,000 horse power, part of which will be 
available for consumers in Michigan and 
Wisconsin. 

The company is headed by J. T. Horne, who 
says the promoters have $2,000,000 available 
for the enterprise and that as soon as the 
bill is passed engineers will be sent out to 
make a survey prepartory to construction. 
Mr. Coste asserts that ultimately the grain 
carrying trade of the Canadian west will de- 
mand the extension of the proposed water- 
way right through to Edmonton via the Sas- 
katchewan river. 


Roosevelt has determined upon an attitude 
of hostility toward himself or toward the 
administration. It has been well known in 
Washington for some time that Senator Root 
and William Loeb Jr., both of whom enter- 
tain close relations with President Taft, have 
been in communication with Roosevelt since 
the latter reached Khartum. 

The nature of their communications from 
the former president has been carefully 
guarded, but it is understood on high author- 
ity that there has been nothing thus far 
to indicate that Roosevelt has done anything 
more than he promised to do when he reached 
Khartum—namely, to reserve judgment upon 
political matters until he has returned to 
America and had opportunity to acquaint 
himself with all the incidents and acts of the 
last year,

Refrained as Critic Years Ago, 

It was well known in Washington before 
Roosevelt left the country a year ago that 
the former president did not approve of all 
the acts of his successor, even at that early 
date. Changes that were made in the cabinet, 
notably the retirement of Garfield, and the 
attitude which President Taft took toward 
dominating the organization of congress, did 
not coincide with the opinions or inclinations 
of Roosevelt. 

The former president refrained then from 
interfering and let no suspicion arise that he 
had lost his personal friendship for his suc- 
cessor. It is asserted here that there has 
been every indication since his return to civ- 
Uization that his personal attitude toward 
Taft is not different than it was when he left 
the United States. 

As to his attitude toward the Taft adminis- 
ration and the position he will take with ref- 
erence to its acts, the statement is made from 
two sources unusually close to Roosevelt: 

Roosevelt will lend his support to the 
Taft administration when he returns to the 
United States.“ 

As to whether such definite assurances have 
been made to the president, the latter refuses 
to say. It is known, however, that the presi- 
dent believes this will be the attitude taken 


by his predecessor, and is confident that 

Roosevelt will find himself able to indorse 

Taft before the country. ,

A THOUGHT FOR ELECTION DAY. 

Today offers one of the best oppor- 
tunities presented in recent years for the 
Good Citizen to Make Good. 


TRAFFIC AGREEMENTS. 

One of the sections of the bill to amend 
the interstate commerce law now before 
the senate declares that agreements be- 
tween common carriers as to rates, classi- 
fications, etc., shall not be illegal under 
the interstate commerce laws or the anti- 
trust act, but that this shall not be deemed 
to authorize the making of agreements for 
the pooling of freights. The men who 
voted for the anti-trust law did not in- 
tend it to apply to railroads and were sur- 
prised when the Supreme court in the 
Transmissourl Freight association case 
held that it did. Since then whatever 
agreement railroads have made, and no 
doubt they have made many, have been 
stealthy and illegal. 

It has been generally admitted that it is 
better for all concerned that railroads 
should have the right to make agreements 
subject to some limitations. The inter- 
state commerce commission has recom- 
mended legislation to that end. So have 
successive presidents. The Republican na- 
tional platform of 1908 declared that the 
roads should be given the right to make 
and publish traffic agreements, subject to 
the approval of the interstate commerce 
eommission.” The pending bill gives them 
the right, but Senator Cummins and some 
other senators take exception to the 
phraseology of the bill. They say that 
the roads would be enabled to make agree- 
ments without the approval of the com- 
mission. 

In one sense. they are correct. If the 
fact rather than the form be considered, 
they are not. The bill reads that traffic 
agreements shall not be unlawful if a copy 
of each one is filed with the commission 
twenty days after it is made and before 
or when the schedule of rates, fares, or 
classifications made.pursuant to the agree- 
ment is filed with the commission. But it 
is also provided that an agreementythough 
filed, shall not be deemed a schedule of 
rates collectible from the public or operate 
itself to alter any existing rate. 

Technically the commission would not 
pass on the agreement. But it would bave 
an opportunity to pass on the rates which 
are the vital part of it. If the rates 
should not become operative the agree- 
ment would die—melt into thin air. 

It is proposed to give the commission 
power over rates far more extensive tuan 
what it has now. The bill provides that 
when any new rate or classification shall 
be filed with it—this includes rates set out 
in a traffic agreement—the commission 
may upon complaint or “upon its own 
initiative,” suspend the operation of that 
rate for sixty days beyond the time when 
it would otherwise become operative. If 
it shall find the new rate too high it can 
reduce it. So in the case of any proposed 
rate, agreed or otherwise, the commission 
would have ninety days in which to in- 
vestigate and hold a hearing. If at the 
end of that time no conclusion had been 
reached the rate would become operative, 
but 1: the commission should finally reach 
the conclusion that the rate was too high 
it could reduce it. It is a grave question 
whether the operation of a new rate could 
lawfully be suspended more than sixty 
days. . 

The contention that if the roads were 
allowed to make traffic agreements in the 
way contemplated in the bill there would 
inevitably be a general increase in rates 
does not seem to be reasonable. There 
could be no such increase if the interstate 
commerce commission were to disallow 
as they came along rate increases pro- 
posed in traffic agreements. The agree- 
ments would be binding on the roads. A 
party to one would have to give thirty 
days’ notice of intention to withdraw. 
That would contribute to stability of rates, 
a matter in which the shipper is much in- 
terested. 

There are other sections of the bill 
which are open to criticism. The one in 
relation to traffic agreements seems to be 
unobdjectionable. 


PRERAPHAELITISM IN UNDRESS. 

In spite of the old adage that no man is 
a hero to his valet, it has always seemed 
most natural to regard the members of the 
preraphaelite brotherhood as men apart 
from their fellow beings. We like to 
think of the Rossettis as living the tran- 
scendental lives their pictures or poems 
would indicate; of Morris delving in the 
lore of the mythical or Middle Ages and 
preaching the life beautiful to working- 
men; of Ruskin giving his fortune and 
his time to humanity and aiding those 
who were doing art for art’s sake. Hol- 
man Hunt and Burne-Jones, Millais and 
all the rest cannot be disassociated from 
the sad faced knights and slender throat- 
ed, willowy ladies sitting among ruins 
whom they put upon 30 many of their 
canvases. 

Of course, when it comes to brass tacks 
we have to realize that these men liked 
mutton chops for breakfast, and biog- 
raphers have told the world that Swin- 
burne couldn't have written Atalanta in 
Calydon” except for a diet of calves’ 


if there were buttons missing from their 
shirts, but still we were not prepared for 
certain revelations recently made concern- 
ing this band of artists. It comes with a 
distinct shock to read Ford Madox Huet- 
fer’s article about them in Harper’s Mag- 
azine.

That is not a pleasant picture of a 
group of men whose thoughts were sup- 
posed to be far removed from all com- 
mon emotions and earthly concerns, It 
was not pretty of Mr. Hueffner to take 
the roof off and show us such sights. 


GET SOME WORTH KEEPING. 

It may be expected confidently that 
considerable will be heard of President 
Taft’s speech before the Ohio society, to 
which he explained the dominance of east- 
ern states in congress as resulting from 
a habit of returning representatives for 
term after term, until they acquired im- 
portancg and influence as a stone does 
moss. 

This so directly falls in with the wishes 
of many distinguished citizens of the west 
now serving their countrymen at Wash- 
ington that we may expect to have it re- 
peated with the implied advice empha- 
sized in many congressional districts. 

“When the eastern states get a good 
representative,” said Mr. Taft, they 
keep him as long as he lives.” When the 


same good fortune falls to the lot of the 


western states they will be glad to do 
likewise, Until then it probably will be 
regarded generally as unwise to keep 
them—at least elsewhere than in cold 
storage. 


MR. WATSON IN SOFTER MOOD. 

Mr. William Watson has again twanged 
his lyre, but it is a more cheerful twang 
than the one about the ophidian stinger 
of last winter. In the Forum he sings 
of the pleasures of travel. 

“In the Midst of the Sea” describes 
his voyage thither across the Atlantic, the 
appearance of New York City, the beauty 
of Florida and the West Indies. His im- 
pression of New York is thus expressed: 


New York! a city like a chess board made, 

Whereen the multitudinous pawns are swayed 

Neither by knight nor puissant queen, 

And bow not unto castle or king, 

Yet hither and thither are moved as though they 
obeyed, 

Halt loath, some power half seen, 

Some huge, voracious, hundred headed thing,

DOUBTFUL ECONOMIES. 

Perhaps the most self-denying work in 
the country is that of scientific men who 
devote themselves to research or to some 
form of expert public service on small 
salaries, when they could go into private 
business at large salaries. The modesty, 
the public spirit, and the professional zeal 
of such Men go with little or no recogni- 
tion fromi the government or the public 
they so splendidly serve. And this is 
very well illustrated in the news that the 
administration’s economy plans ‘have 
driven a number of these men out of the 
service. With the cost of living as it 
now is some raise of salary was due these 
men and had been promised. 

There are economies that cost a good 
deal more than they are worth. <And it 
is more than probable that these are of 
that expensive sort. The department of 
agriculture is one of the most profitable 
in the government and its efficiency 
should be assured. It would seem that 
congress and the administration might de- 
vise better ways of checking the deficit 
than putting on the screws where the 
service is already as profitable as it is 
underpaid.

ROWN PRINCESS CECILIE, who since her mar- 
riage, five years ago, has become the most pop- 
ylar member of the reigning house of Hohen- 
zollern and the recognized leader of fashion in 


she is particularly well qualified by her almost wholly 
Parisian education, is the active president of the Im- 
perial German Society for the Prevention of Cruélty 
to Animals. t is in this capacity that she has of 
late been devoting herself to the task of securing 
legislation with a view to the restriction of the need- 
less cruelties that are perpetrated in the way of 
vivisection under the pretext of scientific investiga- 


| tion. 


Curiously enough, the German law of 1885 subjects 
universities and high schools to all sorts of legal re- 
strictions in the matter of vivisection. But not only 
are hospitals and medical colleges left absolutely free 
in the matter but there are actually no means of inter- 
fering with physicians, surgeons, and savants who may 
indulge in private in the most barbarous experiments 
on living creatures unless the experiments are 80 
conducted as to give rise to a public scandal. That is 
to say, ordinary citizens may subject animals to the 
most shocking tortures, without the use of any an- 
gsthetic, under the plea of scientific investigation, 
without let or hindrance on the part of the state, pro- 
viding it is not done publicly. 

—— 


to Animals has now, at the instance of the crown 
princess, initiated a movement to bring hospitals, 
medical schools, and ordinary citizens, no matter 
whether scientists or mere cranks, who find pleasure 
in witnessing pain, within the scope of the laws of 
1885, governing vivisection in universities and high 
schools. It is the first time that a member of the 
reigning house of Prussia, save the sovereign himself, 
has ever come before the public as the champion and 
initiator of legislation, and that the crown princess 
should have taken up this attitude indicates that she 
has the approval not only of her husband, the future 
kaiser, but also of her father-in-law, Emperor Will- 
lam, and of the empress. It is needless to say that 
her action has given general satisfaction among the 
people and that, under the circumstances, the new 
laws which she is sponsoring are certain to be car- 
ried through the legislature without any opposition 
worthy of mention. 

The crown princess takes her duties as president 
of the Society for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals seriously to heart. When out driving, riding, 
and walking she always is on the qui vive to note 
any cruelty to animals and to cause the arrest of the 
offenders, while when she learned the other day of 
the vivisection of some dogs and cats at the great 
hospital of the Charite at Berlin without sufficient 
anesthetization she at once appealed both to the po- 
lice and to the department of the interior. 

> 

More than any other royal and imperial princess in 
Germany and Austria does the future kaiserin per- 
sonify Parisian elegance, grace, and wit. It is these 
qualities that have completely fascinated her father- 
in-law, Emperor William, who at first was prejudiced 
against her, having formed other matrimonial projects 
for his eldest son and, moreover, entertaining an 
aversion of the most pronounced character against 
her mother, the widowed Grand Duchess Anastasia 
of Mecklenburg-Schwerin, a daughter of the late 
Grand Duke Michael Nicholaiovitch of Russia. While 
no beauty, she has become a pretty and winning 
woman since her marriage, and more especially since 
the birth of her little boys, and the embodiment of 
chic exercises over the German world of fashion an 
authority even more unquestioned and autocratic than 
that of the emperor himself. 

Just at present she is much wrought up over the 
prospect If the birth of a son and heir to her only 
brother, Grand Duke Frederick Francis IV. of Meck- 
lenburg-Schwerin, whose marriage, contracted six 
years ago with Princess Alexandra of Great Britain 
and Brunswick, daughter of the duke of Cumberland, 
until now has remained childless.

The birth of an heir to the throne of Schwerin is of 
the utmost importance. For of the grand duke’s rela- 
tives his uncle, Paul, and the latter’s son, Henry, both 
bankrupt and deprived of their commissions in the 
German army, are barred from the succession. An- 
other uncle, Duke John Albert, regent of Brunswick, 
is childless, though twice married; the third uncle, 
Duke Adolph Frederick, is a confirmed bachelor; while 
the fourth uncle, Duke Henry, placed himself out of 
the running when he became a naturalized Dutch citi- 
zen on his marriage to Queen Wilhelmina of Holland. 
If the throne of Mecklenburg-Schwerin is rendered 
vacant through the lack of lawful successors among 
the princes of the Schwerin dynasty it becomes, by 
virtue of ancient treaties, the property of the grand 
duke of Mecklenburg-Strelitz. 

The succession to the grand ducal crown of Meck- 
lenburg-Strelitz is vested in the heir apparent, who, 
80 years of age, is still a bachelor and given to risk- 
ing his life in African exploration. There are two 
elderly princes of Mecklenburg-Strelitz, born in Rus- 
sia, Muscovite citizens, and who have no legitimate 
issue.

Prussia, and the grand duchy of Mecklenburg-Schwer- 
in is in danger of the same fate unless the hopes of 
the people of Schwerin are realized and a son is born, 
some time this month, to their young grand duke and 
grand duchess.

Considering the fact that when the last marquis 
de Montcalm died, seventeen years ago, all the French 
newspapers and many foreign ones took occasion to 
publish the history of his family, of its honors, of 
the pension which had been bestowed upon it by Louis 
XV. for the services which the commander of the 
French troops at the battle of the Heights of Abra- 
ham had rendered to his country, and, moreover, 
showed clearly that the family of Montcalm had be- 
come entirely extinct with his demise, the claims of 
young Paul de Montcalm, arrested in Brooklyn, N: Y., 
last week on @ charge of grand larceny, to be the last 
in the line of direct descent from the general who 
lies entombed in the Church of the Ursuline Convent 
at Quebec. may be treated with derision and contempt. 

The soi-disant Montcalm, who admits the thefts 
with which he has been charged and held for trial 
on $1,000 bail, declares that his father, the “marquis 
de Montcalm,” fled to this country from France “for 
the sake of political principle” and that his mother 
was a music teacher and accompanist, who styled her- 
self “Countess Lodomila, countess de St. Versa, vis- 
countess de Candlas, née Krolikowska,” widow of 
Charles Edward, marquis of Montcalm, etc. Two 
years ago he was living at 36 River street, Hacken- 
sack, N. J.

The last authentic descendant of the French com- 
mander at the battle of the Heights of Abraham, and 
to bear his title of marquis of Montcalm by right of 
inheritance, was the old marquis of Montcalm, whom 
I knew well in Paris as one of the most popular mem- 
bers of the Union club there. He died at Montpellier 
seventeen years ago, leaving no children, and noto- 
It is true that he had an 
adopted son, who was in no way related to him and 
who was known during his lifetime by the name of 
De St. Maurice. 

The marquis left him all his property, and on the 
strength of this St. Maurice, who ig married to Mlle. 
Pozzo di Borgo of the famous Corsican family of that 
name, bears the name of Montcalm as an addition to 
(but not in lieu of) his own patronymic of St: Maurice. 
He, too, is a member of the Union club, the most ex- 
clusive and aristocratic in Paris, and will doubtless 
be, like the other members of that organization, 
astounded to hear of the impudent pretensions of the 
soi-disant “marquis de Montcalm,” now in Raymond 
street jail, Brooklyn, charged with grand larceny— 
that is to say, with being a common thief.

Today we are witnessing a scene such as 
we may never see again. The forms of an 
aged mother and“ of a son in the fullness of 
his powers placed side by side for burial. 
Many a man who has tasted deeply of the 
joys and successes of .earth—many a man 
who stands before the world as the embodi- 
ment of rocklike valor—would be glad when 
his last hour here comes to breathe out his 
life when his mother is breathing out her life 
and to lie down in death beside her. Mother 
and son—mother and boy! Weare little chil- 
dren when the deepest needs of our souls 
are touched and the eternities are in our 
thought, and, at a mother’s side, we know 
we are welcomed and comforted and loved. 


Broken Circle of Lonely Hearts. 

“In England a few years ago, in a minis- 
ters home—the home of Dr. Tait, archbishop 
of Canterbury—there came within a few 
months the deaths of five little children. As 
the desolate father and mother stood over 
the five newly made graves the whole of Eng- 
land sympathized with them in the grievous- 
ness of their loss and carried them in their 
hearts to the throne of grace. 

“Within five brief months Raymond and 
Robert and their mother have gone ont from 
another ministerial family, and a broken cir- 
cle of lonely hearts now gathers about three 
newly made graves. 

* For those who thus sorrow our sympathy 
is tender. We lift our souls heavenward in 
their behalf. May God always have them in 
his keeping, and may the day come when, in 
the Father's house on high, this severed fam- 
ily fe shall be ence again united, and then, 
by his grace, may every one of this loved 
home be there!”’

It can be said with truth of 
him that he perceptibly added to the influence 
of Tun TrisuneB, which had become one of 
the leading papers of the west under his 
predecessor and father-in-law, Joseph Medill. 
In his death the newspaper world loses one 
of its most important members.” 


Never Ruffled by Defeat.

“The disposition of Mr. Patterson to avoid 
taking himself too seriously, as reflected in 
the pages of his newspaper, led many to 
doubt at times the sincerity of Tum TRIBUNE 
and its editor. Yet nothing could be more 
genuine than Mr. Patterson's devotion to a 
cause in which he enlisted. If his paper was 
disposed on occasion to refer lightly or good 
naturedly to subjects which in the minds of 
some anded more serious treatment, it 
was because of Mr. Patterson's knowledge of 
hie readers. He kpew that the public tires 
of solemnity and that it wants a bright ser- 
mon once in a while. 

‘Personally, the character of Mr. Patterson 
may be summed up in the statement that he 
was a high minded, cultured American gen- 


tleman. 


Successful in Responsible Work.

* Mr. Patterson's life was practically spent 
in the service of Tur CHICAGO TRIBUNE, and 
to his efforts are due a large share in its up- 
building. Beginning in a subordinate ca- 
pacity, he worked his way to the top, and as 
he grew in mental stature the paper grew 
with him. Tue TRIBUNE was a great news- 
paper in the early days and for the early 
days.

Unbiased in His Judgment. 


“After the death of Medill the general 
management of the paper fell into the hands 
of Robert W. Patterson. No better fortune 
could it have found. Mr. Patterson was a 
product of Chicago. Centrally located far 
from a coast line, inhaling the spirit of the 
free and boundless west, he developed evenly 
and symmetrically. He was not warped or 
biased. He was not provincial. All direc- 
tions were the same to him, and there was a 
bigness about him that no pent-up Utica 
could contract. His world was not reflected 
either in the Atlantic or the Pacific. It was 
bounded by the horizon and he was in its 
center. From where he stood it was the same 
distance one way around the world as the 
other, and whether one sought the west by 
way of the east, or the east by way of the 
west, it was all the same. He preserved his 
aplomb. 

“While of the west and loving the west, 
he had not the western brusqueness and 
breeziness. He was meditative and philo- 
sophic, and while possessing a wonderful 
amount of stored energy, he conserved it 
and did not spend it in nolsy tempestuous- 
ness. By nature he was gentle and thought- 
ful, firm in his convictions, and scrupulous 
in his dealings with his fellow men. Under 
his direction THE TRIBUNE grew and pros- 
pered, keeping a little ahead of the thought 
ot the country, but not so far in advance as 
to be lest to the view of the multitude.

Brundage Warns Railroad 
Men Not to “Treat Us 
Like a Village,” 


WANTS A NEW CHARTER. 


Have No More Self-Government 
than Oak Park Has, He 
Deelares. 


Chicago is destined to be the greatest city 
in the world.“ 

That was the motif of a talk to the Chicago 
Transportation club, given by E. J. Brun- 
dage corporation counsel, at the Wellington 
hotel last night. 

The time has passed when the railroads 
can treat Chicago as if it were a little vil- 
lage,“ he said. “‘ When they try to estab- 
lish a switchyard in the heart of a resident 
district, they are only storing up trouble for 
themselves. 

“The péople win not stand for switch 
engines puffing and snorting and smoking 
under their bedroom windows any more. 
They make a mistake by trying to put over 
anything like that, and when they want some 
favor from the city they are going to get the 
worst of-it, if they persist in such tactics.” 

The occasion for these remarks was the 
monthly meeting of the club, and Mr. Brun- 
dage declared before he started that he was 
going to tell some of the don'ts that rail- 
road men must bearin mind. Having given 
them this advice, he waited to see how they 
would take it, but as there was no riot, he 
decided to tell them something nice. 


Sees City Greatest in World. 

*The Chicago plans commission is at work 
upon a scheme for laying out Chicago which 
will make it the most beautiful city in the 
world in 100 years. As we are now, the city 
is a huge rough block that needs polishing 
and cutting. Paris and London present their 
most beautiful sides to visitors. Chicago 
presents ite worst—the loop. 

What Chicago needs is enlargement of 
the heart—the loop—and that is just what 
the Chicago plans commission is making 
ready for. With Twelfth street boulevard 
and Michigan boulevard and our public 
buildings placed on the west side, we can 
spread out and become 4 truly beautiful 
city. I understand that property has al- 
ready been purchased for a big union rail- 
road station on State street below Twelfth 
street. 

Chicago also needs a new charter. We 
are working under a general law called the 
cities and villages act, which gives us no 
more self-government than a village like 
Oak Park. 


Why City Needs New Charter. 

“Why, only the other day the chief of po- 
lice told me he had fifteen horses to sell, for 
which he could get $15 apiece, but the law 
compels him to advertise them for sixty days, 
and it will cost the city $80 to keep them that 
length of time, without counting the cost of 
the advertising. Perhaps we can’t sell them 
for $15 even at the expiration of that time. 

The mob law is unfair, too. You railroad 
men are interested in that. Persons whose 
property is destroyed by a mob can collect a 
judgment of three-fourths of its value from 
the city, and the taxpayers of the city are as- 
sessed to meet the cost. In villages the whole 
county has to meet the cost, Which, to my 
mind, is manifestly unfair, although the Su- 
preme court has upheld it.“ 


TWO INSPECTORS OVERCOME 
IN RETORT OF GAS COMPANY. 


F. W. Fossnecht Is Dead When Taken 
Out and Herbert Milner Is Uncon- 
scious from Asphyzxiation. 


F. W. Fossnecht was suffocated to death, 
and Herbert Milner was overcome by gas 
yesterday afternoon while inspecting a gas 
retort at On Hundred and Third and Lea- 
vitt streets. Both were inspectors employed 
by the People’s Gas Light & Coke company, 

They had gone into the retort to get the 
gas pressure and had been in there about 
half an hour when Dr. William H. German, 
of 10918 Prospect avenue, who was riding 
past the gas reservoir, detecting a strong 
odor of escaping gas. On entering the in- 
closure he saw two men lying unconscious 
six feet below the surface of the ground. He 
summoned assistance and lifted the men out. 

Fossnecht was dead. Milner was still 
breathing and was hurried to St. Bernard’s 
hospital, where he revived. Fossnecht lived 
at 4519 Wentworth avenue, and Milner at 
7220 Greenwood avenue,

“Self-Reliance” His Watchword. 

He would bid me leave unmentioned the 
personal tributes that have come to me un- 
solicited concerning his chivalric protection 
of those exposed to unnecessary criticism and 
his faithfulness in friendship, to leave un- 
mentioned how in his early life he read Emer- 
Sone essay on Self- Reliance and how his 
admirers have told me that self-reliance be- 
came his watchword and that he endeavored 
to inculcate self-reliance in others. I know 
that his charge to me would be: ‘Let me 
today lie quietly beside my mother. Let all 
your words be for her.’ * 

I kno this well, and still I cannot forbear 
telling ot my last interview with him. It was 
at his brother Raymond's funeral. The fu- 
neral service had been held and I stood with 
him before his father’s picture. Raymond's 
death had profoundly moved him. As he 
looked on Raymond's face in death he had 
said: ‘Raymond was a true knight. God 
knows I would gladly change places with 
him and have him alive.’ And then he had 
broken down completely and had been led 
away like a little child. 


Son’s Tribute to His Father. 

As we stood before his father’s picture, 
I, comparing his face with his father’s, said 
with surprise: How much you grow to look 
like your father.’ Quick as a flash he replied: 
I would give all I have to be like my sainted 
father.” A son's beautiful tribute, the last 
words I heard him speak. 

Today we are witnessing a scene such as 
we may never see again.

“After the death! of Medill the general 
management of the paper fell into the hands 
of Robert W. Patterson. No better fortune 
could it have found. Mr. Patterson was a 
product of Chicago. Centrally located far 
from a coast line, inhaling the spirit of the 
free and boundless west, he developed evenly 
and symmetrically. He was not warped or 
biased. He wae not provincial. All direc- 
tions were the same to him, and there was a 
bigness about him that no pent-up Utica 
could contract. His world was not reflected 
either in the Atlantic or the Pacific. It was 
bounded by the horizon and he was in its 
center. From where he stood it was the same 
distance one way around the world as the 
other, and whether one sought the west by 
way of the east, or the east by way of the 
west, it was all thesame. He preserved his | 
aplomb. 

* While of the west and loving the west, 
he had not the westerm brusqueness and 
breeziness. He was meditative and philo- 
sophic, and while possessing a wonderful 
amount of stored energy, he conserved it 
and did not spend it in noisy tempestuous- 
ness.

Brundage Warns Railroad 
Men Not to “Treat Us 
Like a Village,” 


WANTS A NEW CHARTER. 


Have No More Self-Government 
than Oak Park Has, He 
Declares. 


“Chicago is destined to be the greatest city 
in the world.” 

That was the motif of a talk to the Chicago 
Transportation club, given by E. J. Brun- 
dage corporation counsel, at the Wellington 
hotel last night. 

The time has passed when the railroads 
can treat Chicago as if it were a little vil- 
lage,“ he said. When they try to estab- 
lish a switchyard in the heart of a resident 
district, they are only storing up trouble for 
themselves. 

“The péople win not stand for switch 
engines puffing and snorting and smoking 
under their bedroom windows any more. 
They make a mistake by trying to put over 
anything like that, and when they want some 
favor from the city they are going to get the 
worst of-it, if they persist in such tactics.“ 

The occasion for these remarks was the 
monthly meeting of the club, and Mr. Brun- 
dage declared before he started that he was 
going to tell some of the don'ts that rail- 
road men must bear in mind. Having given 
them this advice, he waited to see how they 
would take it, but as there was no riot, he 
decided to tell them something nice. 


Sees City Greatest in World. 

The Chicago plans commission is at work 
upon a scheme for laying out Chicago which 
will make it the most beautiful city in the 
world in 100 years. As we are now, the city 
is a huge rough block that needs polishing 
and cutting. Paris and London present their 
most beautiful sides to visitors. Chicage 
presents ite worst—the loop. 

What Chicago needs is enlargement of 
the heart—the loop—and that is just what 
the Chicago plans commission is 
ready for. With Twelfth street boulevard 
and Michigan boulevard and our public 
buildings placed on the west side, we can 
spread out and become «a truly ful 
city. I understand that property has als 
ready been purchased for a big union rail 
road station on State street below Twelfth 
street. 

„Chicago also needs a new charter. We 
are working under a general law called the 
cities and villages act, which gives us no 
more self-government than a village like 
Oak Park. 


Why City Needs New Charter. 

“Why, only the other day the chief of po- 
lice told me he had fifteen horses to sell, for 
which he could get $15 apiece, but the law 
compels him to advertise them for sixty days, 
and it will cost the city $30 to keep them that 
length of time, without counting the cost of 
the advertising. Perhaps we can't sell them 
for $15 even at the expiration of that time. 

* The mob law is unfair, too. Yourailroad 
men are interested in that. Persons whose 
property is destroyed by a mob can collect a 


Judgment of three-fourths of its value from 


the city, and the taxpayers of the city are as- 
sessed to meet the cost. In villages the whole 
county has to meet the cost, which, to my 
mind, is manifestly unfair, although the Su- 
preme court has upheid it.” 


TWO INSPECTORS OVERCOME 
IN RETORT OF GAS COMPANY. 


F. W. Fossnecht Is Dead When Taken 
Out and Herbert Milner Is Uncon- 
scious from Asphyziation.

They had gone into the retort to get the 
gas pressure and had been in there about 
half an hour when Dr. William H. German, 
of 10918 Prospect avenue, who was riding 
past the gas reservoir, detecting a strong 
odor of escaping gas. On entering the in- 
closure he saw two men lying unconscious 
six feet below the surface of the ground.

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Immigrants a Danger 
If Not Assimilated. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D.

OME, Italy, Jan. 14.—Our complacent at- 
titude toward immigration is neither jus- 
titted on free asylum grounds nor by 
ability to absorb the labor. Our com- 
placency is only justified by faith, base. 

on knowledge, that we are able to absorb and 

to assimilate these aliens. But our faith must 
be real and it must be based on positive knowl- 
edge. I think we are probably lacking in knowl- 
edge of such a character as to justify our faith. 

Knowledge of this sort is not to be gained by 
speculation, theorizing, or superficial evidence. 
Conclusions in matters of this sort should only 
be reached after a careful investigation. 

The danger arises from the fact that tenden- 
cles are at work, the consequences of which 
wil] not appear until it is teo late. The real 
consequences which followed the importation of 
slave labor are hardly yet appreciated. I do 
not mean to be understood as comparing mod- 
ern immigration with the importation of Afri- 
can slaves. The illustration is only of value 
as showing how the end seems to afford a jus- 
tification of the means to such an extent that 
suspicion is allayed. 

The fact that a great volume of imr ‘grants, 
numbering a million or more, disturbs labor 
conditions, raises serious disturbances in the 
economic and social life of cities, or even the 
fact that aliens recently admitted to citizenship 
are exploited for political purposes by dema- 
gogues: these evilS are not to be laid at the 
door of the immigrants themselves. These 
‘evils alone are not sufficient to warrant pro- 
hibitive or restrictive measures against immi- 
grations 


Question One of Assimilation. 


The real question is whether the introduc- 
tion of great masses of heterogeneous elements 
tends to upset or disturb. forces which make 
for unity and homogeneity. This result will 
not follow as long as we are able to bring 
about a reel assimilation. No one need fear 
that a condition of harmony will ever prévail 
in the United States in our political life to sucn 
an extent as to lead to stagnation. As long 
as the body of American citizens is kept on tne 
high plane of intelligence which has character- 
ized it in the past, there will always be strife 
and conflict of opinion sufficient to prevent stag- 
nation or decay. 

American soil is being exploited and Ameri- 
ean territory opened up at a rate probably never 
equaled in the history of any nation. Our com- 
mon language, our schools. our rapid means

The consequen@® of this, 
it seems to me, is slight as compared with the 
transformation which may take place. which 
perhaps must take place, if present conditions 
and tendericies continue in culture. | 

Whether we are actually assimilating these 
aliens is not only a question of vital \impor- 
tance, but one in which, it seems to me, @6nclu- 
sions based on observations should be réached 
in the near future. 


Another War Not Impossible. 


There is nothing inherent in the quality of 
American citizenship or of American soil which 
will make a civil war forever again impossibie. 
It is possible to conceive of a continued gro 
of divergence: of intergst between the no 
and the south, or between the east and the 
west,.or between one section of the west and 
the remainder of the country which will cons 


tinue to a point where their divergent interests 


will be, in the eyes of the two sections, of great- 
er weight than their common and mutual in- 
terests. Such divergence of opinion may eas- 
ily come about through the rapid {ntroduction 
of aliens not yet tmbued with the ideals of 
American life, but who rather are actuated by 
motives of individual welfare or ‘that of the 


group. 

Not only is there danger of interna] diver- 
gence of opinion through the great influx of 
aliens not yet completely assimilated, but there 
is another possible danger; not real, perhaps 
today, but capable of assuming serious propor- 
tions in the future. One of the evils attendant 
pg ny 2 1 is the ever present neces- 
sity fe y politicians of “ playin 1 
this or that interest. . 1 8 ~~ 

There are at least 5,000,000 of German de- 
scent in the United States. Has their presence 
in the past ever had any influence in our policy 
toward Germany? Would the fact that we have 
2,000,000 Italians influence in the slightest our 
attitude toward Italy? Let this number be 
swelled to 5,000,000. Would that fact be of any 
weight in determining our policy toward Italy 
in times of international trouble? 

I realize that there are those who maintain 
that the presence in the United States of mi- 
lions from this or that nation of Europe will 
exert a great influence on the maintenance of 
the world’s peace. There is probably something 
in this. But, it seems to me, the other point of 
view is worth consideration. Petrosino’s mur- 
der is still unavenged. I read in the paper to- 
day of the new policy inaugurated by the de- 
partment of state in protecting American citi- 
zens abroad. A single example of protection 
such as Great Britain has shown over and over 
again in the past would be worth all the talk 
of this sort that has ever been made. There is 
no danger on this score, provided assimilatfon, 
thorough and complete, takes place.

But when they come Impelled simply by a 
desire to better their economic condition and 
when they come without education, without 
ideals, without knowledge, without faith, ac- 
tuated by a single motive of gain, and remain 
through the same motive, when they are con- 
tent to accept a condition of economic serfdum 
and are willing that their children should in- 
herit the same condition, when they come in 
groups which become larger and which make for 
easy segregation, both in economic and social 
life, the assimilation process is slowed up and 
it becomes increasingly more difficult. 

More than once I have called attention to the 
failure of countries in Europe to assimilate dis- 
cordant elements. Conditions in America are 
more favorable for the process, but they are 
not so ideal that we may. disregard the evi- 
dence offered us of what has taken place—and 
especially of what has not taken place—in Eu- 
rope, in the course of 2,000 years.

ANY young girls have a foolish and 

harmful habit of Abusing the joints of 

their fingers by cracking them.

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Outdoor exercise is an invaluable beauty aid 
and of all outdoor exercise there is none 80 
easily procured and so generally helpful 4s 
walking. From two to five miles a day of brisk 
walking is little enough for the average per- 
son.

gets Convictions in 78 Per Cent 


of Cases, Says Report. 


ONLY 800 SUITS PENDING. 


Fees Amount to $24,463 as Against 
612.475 in 1908. | 


The state’s attorney’s office has secured. 
convictions in 75 per cent of the cases tried 
in the Criminal court in the last year, ac- 
cording to the annual report of State’s At- 
torney Wayman, issued yesterday. The re- 
port also shows’ that there are 800 docket 
cases pending, as against 1,600 when Mr. 
Wayman took office. 

In 1909 the fees for the county were $24,463. 
In 1908 they amounted to only §12.475. Of 
the 2,630 convictions in the last year 2,308 
were in misdemeanor cases and 327 were for 
felonies. In connection with the earnings 
of the office the report says: 

During 1900 the earnings of the state’s 
attorney's office, were $62,535.38, as against 
$25,717.58 during the last year of the pre- 
vious administration, notwithstanding the 
fact that since July 1, 1000, no fees have been 
‘allowed under the law to the county through 
the state’s attorney * convictions in the 
Municipal qourt. : 


Only 800 Cases Pending. 

“The legislature has amended the law 
taking away these fees in the Municipal 
court, and it went into effect July I, 1900. ~ 

* Between Nov. 1. 1908, and March 1, 1910, 
seventy-seven cases of highway robbery 
were tried. Fifty-five of those cases result- 
ed in convictions and twelve of the fifty-five 
were life sentences. 

“There were 1,600 cases pending Dec. 8, 
1908, at the beginning of the present admin- 
istration, while on March 1 there were less 
than 800 cases pending, although 38,15] in- 
dictments have been returned during the first 
year of the present administration.” 

Representatives of the state’s attorney's 
office also say that a great deal of money 
has been saved the county In the handling of 
grand juries.

Visits an Illinois Town with Brother of

Coroner Hofiman and Frank A. Moody 
left Chicago yesterday for an Illinois town 
where it is thought information may be ob- 
tained that will clear up the mystery of the 
death of Alexander J. Moody, Frank Moody’s 
brother, The coroner kept secret his des- 
tination and refused to say just what in- 
formation he expected to obtain, but it is 
said Frank Moody gave him the names of 
several persons who are thought to know 
much of the circumstances of the death of 
the pie manufacturer. Assistant Chief of 
Police Schuettler and Assistant State’s At- 
torney, John Fleming had planned to accom- 
parry Coroner Hoffman, but at the last min- 
ute they decided not to gb.

Accuses Convicted Inspector's 


Lawyer of Attempt to Mis- 
lead Supreme Court. 


‘CAUSTIC JAB AT CLANCY. 


Refers to Witness’ Neglect to 
Complain of an Alleged 
Offer of a Bribe.

State's Attorney Wayman yesterday filed 
bis brief in reply to the appeal of former 
Police Inspector Edward McCann to the Su- 
preme court for a new trial on the charge of 
accepting bribes. The state’s attorney in 
his answer to the arguments of Ool. James 
Hamilton Lewis, counsel for McCann, direct- 
ly accuses the attorney for the defendant of 
trying to mislead the Supreme court in his 
brief already filed. Referring to the brief 
filed. by Col. Lewis, the state’se attorney's 
brief says: 

We find authorities miscited and solemn 
complaint directed against a jury inetruction 
given at the request of counsel for McCann. 
We find the statute under which the indict- 
ment is drawn misquoted; we find briefs in 
the argument, argument in the briefs, and 
argument based upon objections and ex- 
ceptions interwoven with arguments based 
upon evidence that was not objected to— 
all in hopeless confusion. ‘The confusion is 
so glaring at times that we are compelled 
to complain to the court of the vast amount 
of labor and time that has had to be ex- 
pended to prepare a reply brief.“ 


Court’s Charity to Clancy. 

The brief refers to Inspector Clancy and 
comments upon the charity which the court 
showed in ruling out the testimony of this 
police officer who took the witness stand to 
say a bribe had been offered to him by Julius 
Frank, one of McCann's accusers. The brief 
says: 

The court will see by reference to 
Clancy's testimony that all it tended to show, 
if anything, was that Clancy himself, while 
a captain of police at Desplaines street sta- 
tion, was of ee a character and such a 
reputation that a bripe could be offered to 
him with impunity and the one offering the 
bribe have no fear of the law, although the 
offer was made within the shadow of the 
grand jury room with the grand jury in ses- 
sione and the state's attorney of Cook county 
within a hundred feet.“ 


Objections to New Trial. 


The reasons cited why McCann should not 
have a new tria! areas follows: 


That the evidence of guilt in this case is over- 
whelming and conclusive. 

That the indictment each count is sufficient 
and according to well established precedent. 

That the ‘Indictment is properly drawn under 
section 31 of the criminal code. 

Aat the court committed no error in its ruling 
on the evidence. 

That the court fully, thoroughly, and accu- 
rately instructed the jury. 

That no remark of the state’s attorney was 
prejudicial to the defendant. 

That the defendant had a fair and impartial

J am confident the Supreme court will 
reverse the finding of the lower court and 
give Mr. McCann a new trial.”

W. S. Forrest for the defendant, who said 
Frank Aosked, a clefk in the city pontrolier’s 
office and one of Connery’s principal wit- 
nesses, Was out of the city. In his argument 
for the continuance motion the attorney said 
no attempt would be made to quash the in- 
dictment against his client. This was some- 
thing of a surprise, as friends of the indicted 
man have alleged that the offense with which 
he is charged formed no violation of the 
law, and a sharp battle over 50 indictment 
was expected. 

Accused of Substituting Coal. 

Connery is accused of substituting inferior 
coal for fuel called for in the city contracts. 
Defenders of Connery heve declared re- 
peatedly the city could not prosecute de- 
cause it had received and paid for the fuel. 

One point of the defense to be used ‘was in- 
dicated in Attorney Forrest's plea that he 
needed Aoskad as a witness for Connery. 
It was pointed out that he was present when 
Connery: placed his signature to coal vouch- 
ers; that the city vouchers were presented in 
bunches and included not only those for coal 
but also for other suppiles purchased by the 
city from the Fire Appliance company; and 
that they always were signed together with- 
out specific examination. This, it is argued, 
will tend to show that there could have been 
no conspiracy with respect to the coal con- 
tracts. 

Says City Always Lost. 
‘Assistant State’s Attorney Northup, who 
will prosecute the coal case, will answer any 
attempt to show that the extra money was 
collected from the city by mistake by offer- 
ing evidence to indicate that the city always 
was the loser by the mistakes and that 
in no case can it be shown the city profited. 

When the case was called before Judge 
Baldwin, the state had on hand as witnesses: 
Frank B. Flynn, engineer of the city electric 
plants; City Electrician Carroll and a score 
of railroad clerks and employés at the city 
plants where the Connery coal was used, It 
is upon the railroad records and clerks es- 
pecially that the state is depending to prove 
that fuel that should have come from out- 
side the state was shipped from Illinois in 
cars which carried it directly from the mines 
to the city plants. 


H. N. HIGINBOTHAM IS BACK; 
PLEASED WITH TRIP AFOOT. 


Chicago Man Says He Never Felt Better 
in His Life Than After 145 Mile 
Walk in Blue Ridge Mountains. 


Harlow H. Higinbotham returned yester- 
day from his 145 mile tramp in the Blue 
Ridge mountains on roads he marched over 
during the civil war. 

Never felt better in my life,” he said. 1 
didn't go down there because 1 was ill. I 
weht because I was well. On looking back 
over my week’s vacation the one regret is 
that I have made the trip only twice in forty- 
eight years. If there is anything lovelier 
than the dogwood blooming in the Blue Ridge 
in the spring I have yet to see it. 

“The weather was ideal for walking all 
the time I was in the hills.

Protest Aimed Principally at Egg, 
Meat, and Butter Quotations. 


RESULTS ALREADY SHOWN. 
Live Sheep and Lambs Show Big De- 


cline—Other Produce Down. 


Another cry against the high cost of living 
is being heard, and although it is not so loud 
as the one made in the latter part of Janu- 
ary, it is expected to bring äbout more last- 
ing results. 

The protest is aimed primarily at the high 
prices of meat, butter, and eggs, and con- 
sumers are aided by the legitimate dealers in 
eggs in the movement against the mainte- 


nance of values at the present level. a * 

Effects of the agitation were felt yester- 
day in all three markets. Meat dealers gen- 
erally asserted that their trade almost was. 


at a standstill and that they could not dis- 
pose of the stock they had on hand. 

‘The demand for butter was so abruptly 
shut off that wholesale prices dropped 1% 
cents a pound, and so little interest was 
evinced in the egg trade that dealers said 
a collapse of the market would have taken 
place if speculators had not come to the 
rescue of receivers. 

Much criticism is being directed towards 


‘the price committee of the egg board in sus- 


taining quotations at their present level. in 
spite of the fact that receipts have been of 
unusually large volume. Wholesale dealers 
say that consumers have gradually dropped 
out of the egg market, their exit being due 
chiefly to unseasonably high prices. 

Live sheep and lambs at the stockyards 
sold at a decline of 25 to 35 cents a hundred 
pounds, and there was an unsatisfactory 
trade in cattle and hogs, all of which were 
attributed to the fight, consumers are mak~ 
ing against high meat prices.

NEBRASKA CASE IS ONE. 


— — 


Arkansas Also Loses Fight to 
Have More Cars Furnished 
Its Shippers. 


Washington, D. C., April 4.—Emphasising 
the. rights of railroads, the Supreme court 
of the United States today declared uncon- 
stitutional the law of Nebraska requiring 
raliroads to build switches to all grain ele- 
vators along their tracks upon request, and 
called a halt on the attempt of the state of 
Arkansas to penalize an interstate railroad 
for failure to supply cars enough to accom- 
modate intrastate traffic. 

In announcing the opinion of the court in 
the Nebraska case, Justice Holmes asserted 
that although the state ssed certain 
police powers, and that railroads must fulfill 
the purposes for which their charters were 
granted, yet “ railroads, like other owners of 
property, have rights that are protected by 
the constitution.” 

He held their property could not be taken 
without compensation, as he said the law 
proposed to do in requiring the roads to build 
switches to the elevators in question. 


Refers: ito “Black Flag” of Roads. 

Justice White, in announcing the opinion 
of the court in the Arkansas case, spoke of 
the right of the railroads to sail under the 
flag of the constitution rather than the 
black flag. In using this language in the 
announcement of the opinion Justice White 
was referring to the decision of the Supreme 
court of Arkansas, which discussed the fact 
that the St. Louis Southwestérn railway, 
before the court, was unable to furnish more 
cars for local traffic because of the require- 
ments of the American Railway association 
applicable to cars going out of the state of 
Arkansas. 

The Arkansas court had sald “ it might be 
better for the appellant to suffer these ills 
than to sail under a black flag and refuse 
to send its cars beyond its line.“ In the 
written opinion the , tights of the railroads 
were phrased differently than in the oral 
explanation of the court. 


Correspondence School Ruling Made. 


Among other decisions the court held that 
the business of a correspondence school 
with pupils in various states was interstate 
commerce, and upheld the act of Arkansas 
prohibiting drumming up of business by 
physicians and hotelkeepers on trains in that 
state. 

An odd thing about the sitting was the 
announcement as the decision of the court 
of an opinion written by the late Justice 
Brewer.
